Here follows a Narration of the ſuffer- 
ings of many godly people of Salem:

Friend to another. 


INEar Friend, I ſent thee in the laſt Information the Fines 

of the Court to be levied upon Friends, which was 
40.1, 15.8. but I was likely to have ſent thee a larger ſum, the 
Marſhal promiſed me a Copy, but was not ſo as his word; 
for chat which I ſaw in his hand, (which he hath Order to 
take) I do believe will amount to above one hundred pounds; 
He did ſecretly attach half of my houſe while I was in priſon, 
(I never heard of it till now) ſo when I heard of it, I went 
to him to ſee whether it were ſo, he told me he had done it, and 
attached my ground about it; and told me if I would pay a- 
bout ren pounds, I might have it before another; for he told 
me there had been two men with him to buy it, and that he 
muſt forthwith get it prixed by men, and put it to ſale, ſo that 
to the back · ſide of 


to ſell, ſo that my houſe is like to be a ſcanding-teſtimony in 
this place againſt them; But in the Lord I rejoice that I have 
any thing to ſuffer the loſs of, for the Lord; I did endeavour to 
have gotten a copy of the Fines,& to have ſent thee before the 
Ship went, but I am prevented; Remember my love to thy 
Hasband; Friends here are all well.
